Hartley Labor Relations Act. 
Special Message 
In his special message, the Pres­ 
ident phrased his strike-poll idea 
in general terms. He said that 
since going on strike and thus los­ 
ing pay is so important to the 
individual worker, he should have 
a chance to “express his choice 
by secret ballot held under gov­ 
ernment auspices.” 
This left it unclear whether the 
President had in mind a poll taken 
before a 
walkout or 
after the 
workers were on strike.

questions on this uncertainty when 
Eisenhower met with them.

Then it m ay take a 
couple of days to reach the pen­ 
sioner and because of his infirmi­ 
ties or for other reasons hi1 may 
not immediately endorse it. 
Prosecuting attorney Rill Daven­ 
port of Christian County said in 
his area recently a pensioner died 
after the cheek was due but be­ 
fore it could be endorsed. 
The 
question arose as to whether a 
survivor could cash the check and 
help pay burial costs with the mon­ 
ey. 
Dalton 
noted there never has 
been a court decision on that par­ 
ticular question but added in an 
opinion written by assistant Au- 
brev R Hammett, Jr.: 
If the recipient’s estate is less 
than $400 the cheek can be cashed 
by a surviving heir. If the estate 
is more than $400 then it must by 
law be administered.
